In Wildlife Research and Management Leaflet BS~1lOO of the Bureau of 
Biological Survey, United States Department of Agriculture, is listed, 
abstracted, and indexed information on wildlife issued in processed form 
in Wildlife Research and Management Leaflets BS-1 to BS-99, during the 
period January 1935 to December 1937, In June 1939 the Bureau of Biolog— 
ical Survey was transferred from the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture to the United States Department of the Interior, and in July 1940 
it was merged with the Bureau of Fisheries (which had been transferred 


from the United States Department of Commerce to the United States Depart— 
ment of the Interior) to form the Fish and Wildlife Service, of the Depart— 


ment of the Interior, In Wildlife Leaflet 200 of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service is listed, abstracted, and indexed information on wildlife issued 
in processed form in Wildlife Research and lMianagement Leaflets BS—101 to 
BS-140 of the Bureau of Biological Survey, Denartment of Agriculture, 
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during the veriod January 1938 to June 1939; .ildlife Leaflets BS-141 to 
BS-165, of the Bureau of Biological Survey, Department of the Interior, 
during the period august 1939 to June 1940; and ‘ildlife Leaflets 166 to 
199, of the Fish and \ildlife Service, Department of the Interior, during 
the period July 1940 to September 1941. The present number, ‘ildlife 
Leaflet 300, contains similer data for _ildlife Leaflets 201 to 299.
